Cinematic Chatter

Hello everybody! It's easy to age 
young girls but it’s much harder to 
make the old girls young, claims 
Make-Up Artist Paul Stanhope. 
“It's possible to make a woman 70 
years old look half her age on the 
screen,” says Stanhope, “but the 
job is a highly complicated one . . . 
First, it is necessary to get a pict- 
ure of the subject when she was a 
young girl. From this photo a sculp- 


tor models a full head as she looked; 


at:that age. Then the make-up 
artists create a mask made of 
latex from this sculptored head. 
This latex mask is thin and it is 
cut into segments so it can be fitted 
over the face of the actress. Spec- 
ial contour “lifts” and lashes are 
added and with greasepaint to hide 
the edges, some thirty to forty 
year dropped from the subject's 
appearance. Stanhope explains that 
Such make-up could never be used 
for street wear but it is remarkably 
effective for the cameras, The only 
reason he was able to find so 
much time to discuss his trade was 
the amount of leasure he had on 

` hand during some lengthy shots in 
a forthcoming picture how being 
shot on location in California. Stan- 
hope hopes that he never draws 
another horror film assignment. 
“The last one we worked on I had 
to start putting make-up on the

Miami Is Expecting 
Its Biggest Year 


MIAMI—The greatest winter air- 
lift in Florida's history, to provide 
facilities for bringing three quart- 
ers of a million visitors to Florida 
during the coming winter season, 
will be launched by Eastern Air 
Lines on Dec, 1, Captain Eddie 
Rickenbacker, chairman of the air- 
line, announced recently.

At the conclusion of the 8-day ses- 
sion, over which Captain Ricken- 
backer presided, the-. veteran air 
leader, whose company pioneerei 
the first air passage service to 
Florida more than 25 years ago, 
predicted that the coming winter 
season-vill be the greatest in the 
history of the stat 

“The tourist bt ss is Florida's 
first billion dollar industry,” Capt. 
Rickenbacker said. “Based upon the 
estimates of our traffic experts in 
the 24-state area which produces 
better tan 90 p3- cent of Florida's 
tourists, the coming winter season 
should be 20 per cent grexter than 
last winter sad. 1956. will unques- 
tonahly be the greatest year in the 
history of Florida as & resort.’
